State was the host college and 
represented Russia according to 
Model U.N. rules. Next year San 
Francisco State will represent the 
United States. 


More than 1200 college stu- 
dents from the Western United 
States were at the meeting, and 
100 schools were _ represented. 
Orange Coast sent six delegates 
representing Burma, and Chapman 
College had six delegates repre- 
senting West Germany. Fullerton 
College had three representatives 
from the World University Ser-

vice. Santa Ana’s two delegates 
were able to go only because they 
received financial aid from Santa 
Ana business men. 


Mohammed was nearly able to 
negotiate membership for Finland 
but at the last moment the Soviet 
bloc turned against Finland. U.S.- 
S.R., Beylo-Russian 8.S.R., Repub- 
lic of Poland, and Ukraine S.S.R. 
voted against Finland, with the 
United States also voting against 
the membership issue. 

Santa Ana’s delegates then at- 
tached an amendment on the end 
of a resolution admitting Cam- 
bodia, and Laos to the U.N. but 
time ran out in the General 
Assembly and the resolution was 
never acted upon. 

Russian Heard 

All the major languages of the 
world were heard at the conven- 
tion during the recess. The diff- 
erent tongues included, French, 
Hindu, Urdu, Arabic and even 
Russian. Opening addresses to the 
General Assembly were given in 
Spanish, French, Chinese, English, 
and Russian.

Flight. Lt. Warren M. McConnel, 
former SAC student is now the 
possessor of a Marine officer’s 
sword that served the U. S. Marine 
Corps during the first half of the 
19th century thanks to the gen- 
erosity of Mrs. Margaret Utley of 
Coronado, California. 

The Sword was presented to Lt. 
McConnel in formal ceremonies at 
the El Toro Marine Corps Air 


Station by Mrs. Utley, wife of the | 


late Lt. Col. Harold H. Utley, 
USMC. 

The Marine officer’s sword is a 
design that is unique in the Amer- 
ican armed forces and_ today 
stands as the weapon of longest 
continuous use in American arms, 
This type of sword originated with 
the fierce Mamelukes, Turkish 
bodyguards for the Sultans of 
Egypt. 

Mrs. Utley felt that her hus- 
band’s sword should return to the 
Marine Corps, so she contacted the 
Commanding Officer at the El 
Toro Marine Air Station and ask- 
ed him to choose the outstanding 
young Marine Officer to receive 
the sword. : 

Lt. Col. Randolph Berkely Jr., 
Commanding Officer at El Toro 
chose Lt. McConnel as the recip- 
ient. 

McConnel began his _ military 
career in 1949 as a private. He 
worked his way through the en- 
listed ranks and received his com- 
mission as a second lieutenant in 
1953.
